Western Coal Misers Fighting For 


Recognition of Their Union 


Pittsburg, Kan., Sept. 6.—The miners' 


strike situation looks mere serious. 
The miners' national board has author- 
ized the district board to use extreme 
measures, if necessary, to force the Big 
Four operators to terms. 


President Richardson of the Miners' 


union says: 
"We will order a strike 


at once i£ we can find no other way of 
beouring a settlement. Ninety percent 
»f the men will walk out." 


State Labor Commissioner Johnson is 


here, and has offered his services as 
arbitrator. 
The district board de- 


cided, however, that arbitration is not 
wanted for the present. 


All the companies are preparing for 


trouble. 
Stockades are being built 


about the mines and guards are being 
posted. There is bad feeling between 
union and non-union men, and serious 
trouble may ensue. 


The miners' district officials will meet 


today and canvass the situation. 
The 


calling of the strike can hardly be avoid- 
'ed now, as failure to strike would mean 
in the minds of the miners the disor 
jcanization of the union. The companies 
have offered the men every concession 
except the recognition of the union.

And that the result is more in doubt 
than it has been within recent memory 
Is clearly discernable in the attitude 
of the yachtsmen and in the betting 
odds. 


Viewed as a matter of figures, the 


situation is this. In 1899 Columbia de- 
feated Shamrock I by a few seconds 
ov«r 10 minutes in one race, and by a 
few seconds over six minutes in the 
next. In the 
British

races Shamrock II defeated Shamrock 
I by.about the same figures. On the 
face of things it would look like a very

The 42d annual cattle show of the 


Hoosac 
Valley 
agricultural 
society 


has become one with the other 41 in 
forming a basis on which cattle show 
as an institution for North Adams is 
to be considered. It is the second 
since the crisis in the history of the 
society when the cry of "economy" 
triumphed over the popular demand 
for something of more value to the 
community as a whole. It is therefore 
fair to consider the cattle show in the 
light of its longer historical position. 


First as to its position at the pres- 


ent time as a .factor in the life of the 
community. 
To say that the cattle 


show as it was this year or as it has 
been for a number of years is a credit 
to the community would be to libel the 
community. 
As an agricultural ex- 


hibit it is a farce. As a fair it is a 
comedy. And this without reflecting 
in any way upon the management of 
the last two years or upon the manage 
ment which preceded, for both, we .be- 
lieve, have done all in their power to 
make the thing successful to the limit 
allowed by the form of its conception 
and the temper of' those who should 
be responsible for its' welfare. 


That this is an. honest statement of 


the case few will question. For two 
days the fair grounds contain little of 
the instruction which is the fundamen- 
tal principle of a cattle show and less 
of the entertainment which is the char 
acteristic feature of a fair. 
On the 


third day—a crowd assembled on the 
grounds, everybody 
going because 


everybody else is going, and for little 


j more. 


AS a cattle show it has been so 


nearly dead for years as to be practic- 
ally worthless. As a fair, it lives be- 
cause the third day is by tradition in 
North Adams a holiday with the fair 
grounds as its center. Beyond this, it 
has no excuse in being. 


This is the status of cattle show at 


the present time in North Adams. It 
is the direct result of the failure of 
the membership of the Hoosac Valley 
agricultural society to recognize the 
significance of the agitation 
of 
two 


years ago. The officers are not respon- 
sible except as they may be members 
who have failed to recognize the signs 
of the times. 
As officers, they have 


done all that men could do to make the 
fair a success along the lines express- 
ly stated by the society as the lines to 
be followed. They have economized to 
the point where they hav« economized 
the value of the fair more completely 
out of existence, if possible, than when 
they assumed control. And the wonder 
of it is that they made so good a fair 
this year as they did. 
The policy of the society, as expressed 
when the present board of officers was 
chosen, was to make money by saving 
money. If, due to the finest of cattle 
show weather and 
the traditional 


holiday, the society has made some- 
thing rather than lost this year, it has 
been a useless gain. 


Some days before ihe fair the Tran- 


script published an article in this col- 
umn on "The habit 
of coming" in 


which one of the values of the fair, its 
commercial value to the city of North 
Adams as a part of the cattle show 
community, was pointed out. But this 
merit is minimized when the fair fails 
to draw respectful attention from the 
surrounding community. And itj is 
destroyed when the fair becomes a by- 
word as it has today. 


The other great value of the fair is 


educational. The management of the 
fair has for years minimized this by 
the utter absence of any identifying 
marks on the exhibits and in other 
ways. And now the cattle show por- 
tion of it has dwindled until the live- 
stock ban become a laughing stock. 


The Transcript hopes to be able to 


show bow the cattle show and fair 
may still be made of real educational 
value to the community. But this will 
be useless unless the temper of the 
community and of the members of the 
Hoosac 
Valley 
agricultural 
society 


changes so as to encourage on one 
hand and allow on the other the re- 
vival that is necessary. 


As the fair stands today It is value- 


less. It should be made of value or 
else it should be dispensed with en- 
tirely.

11,000 PEOPLE ON THE GROUNDS 


The Award of Prizes in the Fleral

The officers of the Hoosac Valley ag- 


ricultural society are in a very happy 
mood this morning. The floral parade 
proved a winner and the biggest "big 
day" in ten years is the opinion this 
morning.

The attendane at the fair yesterdaji 


as estimated from the receipts this 
morning was very close to 11,000, pos- 
sibly a little above that figure. This 
is the largest big day attendance in 
ten years, at least, and gives some 
idea of the hit the floral parade made, 
for the first and second days were 
only equal to the poor average of the 
past few years. In fact the second 
day's attendance scarcely reached the 
average.

Nome Ball Exhibits 


In addition to the hall exhibits de- 


scribed in the Transcript on the day 
the fair opened there are some which 
ought to be mentioned at this time 
either because they were not in place 
then or because of the general atten- 
tion they have attracted during the 
fair. 


Perhaps the most notable of these 


was a mode of a Filipino shack, or 
house as we should say. It was brought 
to North Adams from the islands by 
Arthur Wendell who served in Com- 
pany M, 26th regiment, and whose in- 
teresting letters to the Transcript dur 
ing bis stay in the islands will be re- 
called by many. 


The shack is built entirely of bamboo 


standing just above the ground on four 
heavy posts. It is two stories high, the 
first having plain walls without win- 
dows. The Filipino's cattle are kept 
here in the one large room. The sec- 
ond story is reached by an outside 
staircase which leads to a pleasant 
piazza or balcony. This story has two 
rooms, and here the whole 
family 


lives. That the house was entirely 
barren of furniture probably failed to 
impress the average fair-goes with the 
real fact, which is that the shack 
contains no furniture; the 
Filipino 


lives upon the floor, sitting there, eat- 
ing and sleeping there. 


Nearby this Filipino shack was a 


model of a fancy house made from 
cigar boxes. 


There were several antiquities in the 


west 
wing that 
deserve 
mention, 


among them an old pewter platter en- 
tered by Mrs. Charles T. Jones, a 
dipper gourd, a case of old blue china 
and a chair 175 years old. Among the 
more modern pieces 
of 
handiwork 


was a stand of inlaid porcelain work. 
The water color, crayon and oil work 
was all good and attracted much at- 
tention. So were the exhibits of pho- 
tographic work, both amateur 
and 


professional. 


One good judge said the exhibit of 


woman's handhyork in the south wing 
was up to the usual standard, if not 
ahead of it. There was more lace work 
than usual this year, and the exhibit of 
Mrs. George Chilson 
was 
especially 


worthy of mention 


One of the exhibits not in place Tues 


day forenoon was that of Bliss Busi- 
ness college. Principal McVeigh was 
on hand -and gave an exhibition of 
Neostyle work, and E. F. Whitmore, a 
graduate of the college who has been 
writing cards at Buffalo all summer, 
was on hand to do the same for the 
people here.

Boiton Scientist'* Plan* For Curtnd 


Con*nmptton. 


Open air camps for consumptives 


will be pitched throughout this 'section 
and scattered throughout the country 
If the plans cf a Boston scientist are 
realized, says a dispatch to the Chi- 
cago Tribune. The first of these camps 
will be opened'.'near Boston within a 
few weeks. The scientist claims fresh 
air and'proper living will arrest the 
progress of the •disease and Invites con- 
sumptives «f all stages to join the 
campers and says the worse the case 
the better. He expects the first camp 
to prove lite theory and is preparing 
to extend the,movement as the number 
of patients Increases. 


This first camp (and each succeed- 


ing camp will be like it) will consist of 
ten "piano box" tents arranged in a 
circle, with an open air fire In the cen- 
ter and surrounded by a duck wall 
eight feet high. Bach of these tents 
will be a consumptive's home. A con- 
sumptive will sleep there even through 
the coldest weather with no other pro- 
tection than plenty of felt blankets, 
felt sleeping boots and a two gallon 
jug of hot water. 


This open life is expected to cure the 


disease. The method Is the result of 
experiments made last winter in a tent 
on Huntington avenue by a scientist 
whose name has not yet been divulged. 
His theory has been well tested now, 
but he wants as many consumptives as 
will come to him—the worse their con- 
dition the better—to put them in hia 
settlements. 
, 


"The life in camp," he said, "quickly 


fortifies a man's bodily powers. 
It 


cnvolutes, then e volutes, man back to- 
ward ancestral or wild life. The skin, 
nails and hair toughen and thicken, 
pulmonary catarrh stops and hem- 
orrhages cease. A civilized man losses 
his sensitiveness, finlckinesa and skill.

Fire drawing promises to be one of 


ithe most popular diversions during the 
coming winter. Society is making it a 
fad, says tbe New York World, and it 
•is not improbable that it may share the 
honor which has been monopolized by 
bridge whist and euchre at evening en- 
tertainments. Technically the art is 
called "pyrography." It consists in 
making engravings with hot platinum 


j wires on thin sheets of leather or of 
•prepared woods. 
1 A pyrographic outfit consists of a 
number of fine platinum needles of va- 
rying shapes and sizes used for "pen- 
jcillng." "chiseling," "toning," "shad- 
ling" and other objects of the new art. 
,The needles are held In hollow holders, 
twhich act as tiny draft furnaces to 
[keep the metal points hot by means of 
a flow of naphtha or common illumi- 
,nating gas. 
' The point of the needle is heated to 
(White heat before the drawing is com- 
|me,nced. At* jvery touch ot the needle 
(to the drawing surface burns an indeli- 
ble mark the artist has to be extremely 
, careful in his work. Practically fire 
drawing is engraving w'th hot wires on 
,6oft material instead of with the ordi- 
nary stylus employed in the engraving 
'art on metal. 


• Most first drawings are made on se- 
'lected sheets of silver poplar, bass, 


i birch and other fine woods. Some of 
i the drawings are, however, done on 
very thin layers of soft pine, while oth 
'ers are executed on especially treated 
'leather. 


The pyrographic sheets are made up 


'Into a variety of shapes to suit the 
fancy of the artist You may obtain 
ifrom the dealers wood and leather 
gloves, handkerchiefs, 
cuffs, 
work' 


boxes, baskets, 
matchholders, card 


,trays, every species of bric-a-brac 
which lends Itself to fire drawing deco- 
ration. There are even pyrographic en- 
velopes and note paper. 
, Though the pyrographic art 
has! 


reached au elaborate development, its 
beginnings were of extremely humbla 
origin. Years ago a few ingenious per- 
'sons were wont to make drawings on 
wood by means of hot pokers. Necessa- 
rily these designs were crude and did 
not lend themselves very well to deco- 
itative purposes. In some of the muse- 
ums in this country are to be found 
'curious specimens of these early poker 
attempts. Two of the largest drawings 
are in Philadelphia. They hang in In- 
dependence hall. One represents Wil- 
liam Peon making a treaty with an In- 
dian chief, the other gives a fairly accu- 
rate picture of the signing of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


So extensively is pyrography coming 


into vogue tliat several decorating es- 
tablishments are offering to cover the 
walls of houses with drawing material 
and to execute pyrographic drawings 
on these surfaces. In Boston there are 
already a number of houses in which 
["pyrography rooms" have been intro- 
Idu^ed. 
, At certain of the women's colleges 
wall areas are covered with pyro- 
graphic surfaces, and visiting friends 
are expected to write their names in 
fire as souvenirs. 


Books are covered with pyrographic 


leather and wood and decorated to suit 
the fancy of the owners with fire 
drawings. The backs of combs and 
other toilet articles, workboxes and 
baskets, picture frames, pocketbooks, 
cardcases, tobacco jars, pocketbooks, 
music portfolios are decorated in this 
fashion. 


Even lack of knowledge need not nec- 


essarily stand iu tbe way of tbe ambi- 
tious amateur, for he can obtain draw- 
ing surfaces on which are stamped 
faint outlines of all sorts of subjects. 
All he will hav e to do in this case is to 
"follow copy." 


In. this way persons with no drawing 


ability may produce marvelous results 
and even achieve a reputation as skill- 
ful free hand artists. This method is, 
however, looked down upon by those 
who go in for the-"real thing" in the 
new art.

Artificial Propagation of Oysters 


by Professor Ryde& 


A SIMPLE 
METHOD EMPLOYED. 


Importance of Discovery Lies In 


Hope Tlmt It Mar Be Vied Exten- 
sively For Propmcfttlng Bivalve* 
•o n» to Perpetuate the Species, 


*» 
Vow Menaced by 
Oyster making Is the latest industry. 


Experiments of a remarkable charac- 
ter have been made recently In the 
artificial propagation of oysters by 
Professor John A. Ryder of Johns 
Hopkins university and other scien- 
tists. Some of the results obtained 
are most timely just now, says the 
New York Herald, as another oyster 
season is upon us. 


Under natural conditions the eggs 


and milt of spawning oysters are sim- 
ply set free In the water of a river or 
bay and are allowed to take tlieir 
•chances of coming together. 
The 


'cfiaace 10 so small that probably not 
more than one egg in a million is fer- 
tilized, and thus 999,099 possible oys- 


• ters are lost for every one that la 


hatched. When the new method out- 
lined by these scientists is adopted, oa 
the other hand, 90 per cent of the 
eggs, it Is estimated, are Impregnated 
end hatched. It only, remains then to 
liberate the 
baby 
bivalves 
thus 


brought Into the world by incubator 
process under circumstances that will 
conduce to their survival. 


Now, the possibilities in the case 


may be faintly realized when It Is ex* 
plained that a single female oyster In 


- one season's spawning will "lay," if 


she be of average size, about 16,000,- 
000 eggs, while a large specimen will 
produce 30,000,000 or 40,000,000. The 
eggs are microscopic in size, and an 
ordinary tumbler of sea water will 
easily hold 100,000 of the infant moi 
lusks, waiting only for a suitable op 
portunity to grow to table size and to 
te served raw on the half shell ot 
fried In crumbs or In stews. 


The Idea of "assisting" the bivalve? 


.was first attempted In a crude way by 
chopping up the reproductive organa 
of male and female oysters together in 
a vessel of sea water. By such meang 
the eggs and milt were liberated, and 
the former were fertilized, but a greaj 
many of the eggs were destroyed in- 
cidentally, and much foreign matter 
.was introduced into the mixture. 


The new way is to take, an oyster 


and open It.so that the anin*al lies on 
the deep shell. Then, with an ordinary 
glass pipette, such as is used for an 
eye dropper, stroke its upper surface 
gently, away from its hinges. This, if 
the mollusk is ready to spawn, will 
cause 1t to pour out a^ fluid which, in 
case the oyster is female, will be full 
of microscopic eggs, i few drops of 
this fluid, taken up by the pipette, are 
put Into a tumbler of sea water, and, 
a drop or two of liquid similarly ob- 
tained from the male oyster being 
added, fertilization of the eggs is Im- 
mediately accomplished.* 


'A couple of hours laier nearly all of 


the eggs will have hatched,,and you 
.will have la the tumbler many thou- 
sands of young oysters. :For a couple 
of days, they are free swimming ani- 
mals, paddling about with the aid of 
tiny hairlike appendages called "cil-

(where they may settle down. It does 
not matter to the young oyster wheth- 
er he settles upon a rock, an old boot 
or a bottle, but be must be out of the 
mud, which will suffocate him If It 
flows over him. 


The newly hatched oyster Is already 


Inclosed In a bivalve shell, composed 
of a glassy substance and provided 
,wlth a hinge. After it settles down 
and begins to grow its true limy shell 
this larval case remains attached to ! 
the latter and Is eventually worn off.

the deep shell. It is not obliged to 
move around after that because its 
food, which consists of very minute 
organising, both animal and vege- 
table, is brought to it by a current of 
water which is kept continually flow- 
ing through the shell, thanks to the 
action of the vibratory "cilia" attach- 
ed to the mantle. 


The method employed by Professor 


Ryder is so simple that anybody can 
practice it for himself with the help 
of a small amount of instruction from 
an expect. The importance of it as a 
discovery lies in the hope that it may 
be utilized in a large way for propa- 
gating oysters, with a view to perpet- 
uating the species, which at the pres- 
ent time is seriously threatened by 
overfishing. 


Even the beds of the Chesapeake, 


which furnish twice as many oysters 
as are produced by all foreign coun- 
tries put together, are 
becoming 


alarmingly depleted.

GREYLOCK CLOUD BURSTS 


Llppincott's Gazateir Tells of Disas 


trout One in 1784 


Objected to Kelliher 


It is interesting to note, says the 


Pill&field Journal, iu view of the re- 
cent cloudburst wuich created such 
devastation at Adams and 
vicinity, 


that cloud bursts on Greylock are re- 
corded as far back as 1784. Mr. Bauer 
who liveg on Greylock summit, says 
that during the shower, there seemed 
to be fully six inches of ivater ton the 
very top of the mountain between the 
"tower and his house. As hardly a level 
spot can be found on the summit, and 
as the "land" is all rock, there must 
have been a tremendous and sudden 
downfall of water to create such con- 
ditions. A nine-inch water pail, which 
was standing- out of doors, was filled 
to overflowing, and it is hard to esti- 
mate the amount of water that was 
precipitated by the huge cloud when 
it struck another cloud or the moun- 
tain top. 


We take pleasure in quoting the fol- 


lowing very interesting matter from a 
copy of Lippincott's Pronouncing Gaz- 
etteer of the World, published in 1857 
and owned by Eugene H. Robbing. 


"A yet more extensive view is ob- 


tained trom 
Saddle mountain, the 


highest ground m the state, but it has 
hitherto laid more out of the line of 
travel and been less visited, though 
of t\v;ce the elevation of Mount Tom. 
This mountain is fertile to the summit, 
near which is a small lake or pond. 
Goodrich describes a phenomenon as 
having occurred here in 1784, called by 
inhabitants the 'bursting of a elCud.' 
ALcut dawn of a certain morning the 
tenants of a house on the banks of 
the Hoosic on the western slope were 
aroused by the roaring of a torrent 
and had barely time to escape before 
thoir dwelling was swept away by the 
flood. The torrent wore a gulley in 
the mountain 20 feet deep and swept 
away the timber entirely from about 
10 acres of Jand.

COLUMBIA 


Columbia against Shamrock II. 
TkJa it to be the line-up for the in- 


ternational races of 1901, and for many 
reasons the meeting of the two is to be 
the most interesting of any of recent 
year*. Jt is the American boat which 
defeated Shamrock I against the Brit- 
ish boat which did the same thing. 
And that the result is more in doubt 
than it has been within recent memory 
10 clearly discernable in the attitude 
of the yachtsmen and in the betting 
odds. 


Viewed as a matter of figures, the 


situation is this. In 1893 Columbia de- 
feated Shamrock I by a few seconds 
ov*r 10 minutes in one race, and by a 
tew teconds over six minutes in the 
next. 
In the 
British 
prel»m.inary 


races Shamrock II defeated Shamrock 
fl by,about the same figures. On the 
face of things it would look like a very 
•ven thing beween 
Columbia and 


Gnamock II. But It must be remember 
*d .that one of the reasons why Co- 
lumbia defeated Constitution in the 
/•rials <a that Columbia has had every 
wporuntity to "tune up," which the 
tew yacht has not hod, and i» regard-

faster now than 


she was in 1899. This same process 
should have made the first Shamrock 
faster now than she was in '99. BO <hat 
if Shamrock and Columbia have grown 
faster in about the game proportions, 
the new British boat has a chance to 
lift the cup such as American yachts- 
men have not had to face before. 


Th« necessity of this decision on the 


part of the challenge committee is to 
be regretted by all, although its wis- 
dom is not for an instant doubted. 
When the famous Herreshoft family 
is unable to produce «ach year a faster 
yacht than that of the year before a 
question rises as to whether American 
yacht building has reached the limit of 
speed. For the Herreshoff family has 
been identified with American yacht- 
ing so long and s° exclusively as ito 
have become almost synonymous. In 
view of the result of the trials, it is to 
be more regretted than ever that the 
Boston yacht, built on new lines and 
admitted to be a fast machine In spite 
f 


of its early misfortunes, was not al- 
lowed to compete for the honor of de- 
fending the cup. But the Independ- 
ence is being broken up now. after a 
brief and Inglorious career. 


In 
defense of the Constitution 
U 


should be said that she has met with 
misfortunes which rarely come to a 
single yacht in a single season. Be- 
ginning with the loss of her mast, 
she has submitted to many changes in 
crew, while ill fitting sails have han- 
dicapped her from the first in spite of 
alt that fhe sail makers could do. 


Popular loyalty, warms to the stan- 


dard of the old Columbia, defender 
twice and royal defender always, as 
she again assumes the responsibility 
of protecting the much prized cup for 
America. And loyally will her perform 
ances be cheered as under the guid- 
ance of One of the cleverest racjng 
mariners of the day, she does her best 
for the honor of American yachting. 


CATTLE SHOW 


The 42d annual cattle show of the 


Hoosac 
Valley agricultural 
society 


has become one with the other 41 In 
forming a basis on which cattle show 
as an institution for North Adams is 
to be considered. It is the second 
since the crisis in the history of the 
society when the cry 
of 
"economy" 


triumphed over the popular demand 
for something of more value to tie 
community as a whole. Tt is therefore 
fair to consider the cattle show in the 
light of its longer historical position. 


First as to its position at the pres- 


ent time as a factor in the life of the 
community. 
TO say that the cattle 


show as it was this year or as it has 
been for a number of years is a credit 
to the community would be to libel the 
community. 
As an agricultural ex- 


hibit it is a farce. As a fair it is a 
comedy. And this without reflecting 
In any way upon the management of 
the last two years or upon the manage, 
njent which preceded, for both, we "be- 
lieve, have done all in their power to 
make the thing successful to. the limit 
allowed by the form of its conception 
and the temper, of those who should 
be responsible for Its welfare. 


That this is an honest statement of 


the case few will question. For two 
days the -fair grounds contain little of 
the instruction which is the fundamen- 
tal principle of a cattle show and less 
of the entertainment wh^ch ia the char 
acteristic feature of a fair. 
On the 


third day—a crowd assembled on the 
grounds, 
everybody 
going 
because 


everybody else is going, and for little 
more. 


AS a cattle show it has 
been so 


nearly dead for years as to be practic- 
ally worthless. As a fair, it lives be- 
cause the 'third day is by tradition in 
North Adams a holiday with the fair 
grounds as its center. Beyond this, it 
has no excuse in being. 


This is the status of cattle ghow at 


the present time in North Adams. It 
Is the direct result of the failure of 
the membership ,of the Hoosac Valley 
agricultural society to recognize 
the 


significance of the agitation 
of 
two 


years ago. The officers are not respon- 
sible except as they may be members 
who have failed to recognize the signs 
of the times. As officers, they have 
done all that men could do to make the 
fair a success along the lines express- 
ly stated by the society as the lines to 
be followed. They have economized to 
the point where they hava economized 
the value of the fair more completely 
out of existence, if possible, than when 
they assumed control. And the wonder 
of it is that they made so good a fair 
this year as they did. 
The policy of the society, as expressed 
when the present board of officers was 
chosen, was to make money by saving 
money. If, due to the finest of cattle 
show 
weather and 
the traditional 


holiday, the society has made some- 
thing rather than lost this year, it has 
been -a, useless gain. 


Some days before the fair the Tran- 


script published an article in this col- 
umn on "The habit 
of coming" in 


which one of the values of the fair, its 
commercial value to the city of North 
Adams as . part of the cattle show 
community, was pointed out. But this 
merit is minimized when the fair fails 
to draw respectful attention from the 
surrounding community. And 
itj is 


destroyed when the fair becomes a by- 
word as it has today. 


The other great value of the fair is 


educational. The management of the 
fair has for years minimized this by 
the utter absence of any identifying 
marks on the exhibits and ]n other 
ways. And now the cattle show por- 
tion of it has dwindled until the live- 
stock baa become a laughing- stock. 


The Transcript hopes to be able tQ 


•how bow the cattle ahow and fab- 
may still be made of i«al educational 
value to the community. But this will 
be useless unless the temper of the 
community and of the members of the 
Hoosac Valley 
agricultural society 


changes so as to encourage on one 
hand and allow on the other the re- 
vival that is necessary. 


As tne fair stands today it ia value- 


less. It should be made of value or 
else it should be dispensed with en- 
tirely.

was a mode of a Filipino shack, or 
house as we should say.

The shack is built entirely of bamboo 


{standing Just above the ground on four 
heavy p°sts.

The Filipino's cattle are kept 
here in the one large room. The sec- 
ond story is reached by an outside 
staircase which leads to a pleasant 
piazza or balcony. This story has two 
rooms, and here the whole family 
lives. That the house was entirely 
barren of furniture probably failed to 
impress the average fair-goes with the 
real fact, which is that the 
shack 


contains no furniture; 
the 
Filipino 


lives upon the floor, sitting therei eat- 
ing and sleeping there. 


Nearby this Filipino shack was a 


model of a fancy house made from 
cigar boxes. 


There were several antiquities in the 


west 
wing that 
deserve 
mention, 


among them an old pewter platter en- 
tered by Mrs. Charles T. Jones, a 
dipper gourd, a case of old blue china 
and a chair 175 years old. Among the 
more modern pieces 
of handiwork 


was a stand of inlaid porcelain work. 
The water color, crayon and oil work 
was all good and attracted much at- 
tention.

professional.

Open air camps for consumptives 


will bp pitched throughout this section 
and scattered throughout the country 
if the plans of a Boston scientist are 
realized, says a dispatch to the Chi- 
cago Tribune. Tbe first of these camps 
will be opened', near Boston within a 
few weeks. The scientist claims fresh 
air and'proper living will arrest the 
progress of the >di»ease and Invites con- 
sumptives of all stages to join the 
camper*'and says the worse the case 
the better. He expects the first camp 
to-prove hto theory and is preparing 
to extend tlte movement as the Dumber 
of patients^ncreases. 


This first camp (and each succeed- 


ing camp will be like it) will consist of 
ten "piano box" tents arranged la a 
circle, with an open air fire In the cen- 
ter and surrounded by a duck waU 
eight feet high. Each of these tents 
will be a consumptive's home. A con- 
sumptive will sleep there even through 
the coldest weather with no other pro- 
tection than plenty of felt blankets, 
felt sleeping boots and a two gallon 
jug of hot water. 


This open life Is expected to cure the 


disease. Tbe method Is the result of 
experiments made last winter in a tent 
on Huntlngton avenue by a scientist 
whose name has not yet been divulged. 
His thtory has 'been well tested now, 
but he wants as many consumptives aa 
will come to him—the worse their con- 
dition the better—to put them In bis 
settlements. 


"The life in camp," he said, "quickly 


fortifies a man's bodily powers. 
It 


{involutes, then evolutes, man back to- 
ward ancestral or wild life. The skin, 
nails and hair toughen and thicken, 
pulmonary catarrh stops and hem- 
orrhages cease. A civilized man losses 
his sensitiveness, finlckiness and skill.

Artist. 
Fire drawing promises to be one ot 


;the most popular diversions during the 
coming winter. Society is making it a 
fad, says the New York World, and It 
Is not Improbable that it may share the 
honor which has been monopolized by 
bridge whist and euchre at evening en- 
tertainments. 
Technically the art Is 


'called "pyrography." It consists in 
making engravings with hot platinum 
| wires on thin sheets of leather or of 
iprepared woods. 
1 A pyrographic outfit consists of a 
number of fine platinum needles of va- 
rying shapes and sizes used for "pen- 
Iclllng," "chiseling," "toning," "shad- 
Ing" and other objects of the new art. 
The needles are held in hollow holders, 
which act as tiny draft furnaces to 
[keep the metal points hot by means of 
[a flow of naphtha or common illumi- 
nating gas. 
' The point of the needle is heated to 
twbite heat before thb drawing is com- 
[menced. As every touch of tbe needle 
ito the drawing surface burns au indeli- 
'ble mark the artist has to be extremely 


i careful in his work. Practically fire 
Drawing- is engraving witb hot wires en 
,6oft material instead of with the ordi- 
nary stylus employed In the engraving 
art on metal. 
i Most first drawings are made on se- 
lected sheets of silver poplar, bass, 
ibirch and other fine woods. Some of 
[the drawings are, however, done on 
•very thin layers of soft pine, while oth- 
ers are executed on especially treated 
leather. 


The pyrographic sheets are made up 


[into a variety of shapes to suit the 
fancy of the artist. You may obtain 
.from the dealers wood and leather 
gloves, handkerchiefs, 
cuffs, 
work- 


^oxes, baskets, matchholders, card 
itrays, every species of bric-a-brao 
which lends Itself to fire drawing deco- 
ration. There are even pyrographic en- 
velopes and note paper. 
i Though tbe pyrographic art has 
reached an elaborate development, Its 
beginnings were of extremely humble 
origin. Tears ago a few ingenious per- 
'sons were wont to make drawings on 
,wood by means of hot pokers. Necessa- 
rily these designs were crude and did 
not lend themselves very well to deco- 
[rative purposes. In some of the muse- 
ums In this country are to be found 
'curious specimens of these early poker 
attempts. Two of the largest drawings 
are In Philadelphia.

One represents Wil- 
liam Penn making a. treaty with an In- 
dian chief, the other gives a fairly accu- 
rate picture of the signing of tbe Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


So extensively is pyrography coming 


into vogue tliat several decorating es- 
tablishments are offering to cover the 
walls of houses with drawing material 
and to execute pyrographic drawings 
on these surfaces. In Boston there are 
already a number of houses in which 
"pyrography rooms" have been intro- 
iduced. 


i At certain of the women's colleges 
wall areas are covered with pyro- 
graphic surfaces, and visiting friends 
are expected to write their names in 
fire as souvenirs. 


Books are covered with pyrographic 


leather and wood and decorated to suit 
tbe fancy of the owners with fire 
drawings. The backs of combs and 
other toilet articles, workboxes and 
baskets, picture frames, pocketbooks, 
cardcases, tobacco jars, pocketbooks, 
music portfolios are decorated in this 
fashion. 


Even lack of knowledge need not nec- 


essarljy stand in the way of the ambi- 
tious amateur, for he can obtain draw- 
Ing surfaces on which are stamped 
faint outlines of all sorts of subjects. 
All he will have to do hi this case is to 
"follow copy." 


In this way persons with no drawing 


ability may produce marvelous results 
and even achieve a reputation as skill- 
ful free hand artists. This method Is, 
however, looked down upon by those 
who go In for tbe "real thing" in the 
new art.

Artificial Propagation of Oysters 


by Professor Ryde& .

Oyster making is tbe latest Industry, 


toperiinents of a remarkable charac- 
ter have been made recently in the 
artificial propagation of oysters by 
Professor John A. Ryder of Johns 
Hopkins university and other eclen- 
tftrts. Some of tbe results obtained 
ere most timely just now, says tbe 
New York Herald, as another oyster 
•eason is upon us. 


Under natural conditions the eggs 


and milt of spawning oysters are sim- 
ply get free in the water of a river or 
bay and are allowed to take their 
.chances of coming together. 
The 


chance Js so small that probably not 
more than oae egg in a million is fer- 
tilized, and thus 999,099 possible oys- 
ters are lost for every one that is 
batched. When the new method out' 
lined by these scientists is adopted, on 
the otter band, 90 per cent of the 
eggs, it is estimated, are impregnated 
and hatched. It only remains then to 
liberate the 
baby 
bivalves 
thus 


brought into the world by incubator 
process under circumstances that will 
conduce to their survival. 


Now, 
the possibilities in the case 


may be faintly realized when it !s ex- 
plained that a single female oyster in 
one season's spawning will "lay," if 
•he be of average size, about 16,000,- 
009 eggs, while a large specimen will 
produce 30,000,000 or 40,000,000. The 
eggs are microscopic In size, and an 
ordinary tumbler of sea water will 
easily hold 100,000 of the infant mol 
lusks, waiting only for a suitable op 
portunity to grow to table size and to 
be.served raw on the half shell ot 
fried In crumbs or in stews. 


The idea of "assisting" the bivalves 


.was first attempted in a crude way by 
Chopping up the reproductive organs 
of mal& and female oysters together in 
a vessel of sea water. By such means 
the eggs and milt were liberated, ang 
the former were fertilized, but a grea<, 
many of the eggs were destroyed in- 
cidentally, and much foreign matter 
.was Introduced into the mixture. 


The new way is to take an oyster 


and open it so that the animal lies OQ 
the deep shell. Then, with an ordinary 
glass pipette, such as is used for an 
eye dropper, stroke its upper surface 
gently, away from its hinges. This, if 
the mollask is ready to spawn, will 
cause'It to pour out a fluid which, In 
case the oyster is female, will be full 
of microscopic eggs. X few drops of 
this fluid, taken up by the pipette, are 
pnt into a tuaabler of sea water, and, 
« drop or two of liquid similarly ob- 
tained1 from -the male byster being 
added, fertilization of the eggs is Im- 
mediately accomplished. 


A couple of hours later nearly all of 


the eggs will have hatched, and you 
.will have In tbe tumbler many thou- 
sands of young oysters. For a couple 
of days tbey are free swimming ani- 
mals, paddling about with tbe aid of 
tiny hairllke appendages called "cil- 
ia," and then they are ready to settle 
down for life and attach themselves 
permanently to some solid object 


It It this free swimming stage of 


their career that is so perilous to oys- 
ters under natural conditions, inas- 
much as countless numbers are de- 
Toured by fishes and even by adults 
Of their owa spoele*, while & great 
majority of thow that survive such 
dangers eventually perish through be- 
ing unable to find any suitable spot 
When tbey may settle down. It does 
not matter to tbe young oyster wheth- 
er hs settles upon a rock, an old boot 
or a bottle, bat he must be out of the 
nod, which will suffocate him If it 
flows over him. 


Tbe newly batched oyster Is already 


Inclosed In a bivalve shell, composed 
of a glassy substance and provided 
,Wrtb o binge. After it settles dbwn 
«ad begins to grow its true limy shell 
this larval case remains attached to 
the latter and Is eventually worn off. 
In establishing itscjtf «n a lock or oth- j 
tr suitable object fib» animal always 1

the deep shell. It is not obliged to 
move around after that because its 
food, which consists of very minute 
orgnnislms, both animal and vege- 
table, is brought to it by a current of 
water which is kept continually flow- 
ing through the shell, thanks to the 
action of the vibratory "cilia" attach 
ed to the mantle. 


The: method employed by Professor 


Ryder is so simple that anybody can 
practice it for himself with the help 
of a small amount of instruction from 
an expert. The importance of it as a 
discovery lies in tbe hope that it may 
be utilized In a large way for propa- 
gating oysters, with a view to perpet- 
uating the species, which at the pres- 
ent time is seriously threatened by 
over-fishing. 


Even the beds of the Chesapeake, 


which furnish twice as many oysters 
as are produced by all foreign coun- 
tries put 
together, < are 
becoming 


alarmingly depleted.

load of empty soda bottles, accompan- 
ied by his wife. 
He stopped in front 


of the 
bottling establshnient on Mar- 


shall 'Street to return the bottles, and 
as 
he was coming out of the door, 


Hinkley, who was sianding on the cor- 
ner approached him. The two had 
words 
for 'a few moments, and then 


Mr. Bauer jumped into his wagon and 
drove down State street. Hinkley fol- 
lowed him and as he was cominr Out 
of a State street store again accost- 
ed 
him with the avowed intention of 


settling the trouble then and there. Mr 
Bauer 
drew a revolver and, telling 


Hinkley to stand back, again got into 
his wagon and drove away. 


In court this morning Mr. Bauer 


said 
that 
the quarrel was of long 


standing. Hinkley was employed by 
him on the mountain last year and he 
"got rid of him" " because 
of 
some 


"trouble" which arose between them. 
Mr. Bauer 
said that ever since this

We meet at a time when/we have 


reason as republicans to be'pioud of 
the achievements of our party in state 
and nation. The president, confronted 
by new and diflicult problems has 
striven earnestly to solve them aright 
Civil government is being rapidly es- 
tablished 
in 
the 
Philippines and 


schools are being opened. Our task is 
far from complete, but the spirit of the 
administration as already shown, jus- 
tifies a belief that in the future as in 
the past, our actions will be governed 
by an honest purpose to benefit the 
people %vhose guardians we are. Dur- 
ing the yeaia of the McKinley admin- 
istration we have been enjoying a re- 
markable industrial development. The 
resulting prosperity has brought hap- 
piness 
to thousands of American 


homes. Perhaps we ought to be mod- 
est and admit that this is not due en- 
tirely to the republican party. Tho 
crops may have had> something to do 
with it. The fact that we are a little 
smarter than other folks may have 
contributed to the result. Still I think 
we are within the bounds of modesty

$40,000,000 
on 
the 


great lakes. We are not asking that 
favoritism should be shown to Boston 
harbor, simply that it should receive 
the consideration deserved by the sec- 
ond port in the United States..

6REYLOCK CLOUD BURSTS 


Llppincolt's Gauteer Tells of Disas- 


trous One in 1784 


It Is interesting to note, says the 


PHt&field Journal, in view of the re- 
cent cloudburst which created such 
devastation at Adams and vicinity, 
tliat cloud bursts on Greylock are re- 
cordfcrt as far back as 1784. Mr. Bauer 
who lives on Greylock summit, says 
that during the shower, there seemed 
to be fully six inches of water bn the 
very top of the mountain between the 
tower and- his house. A.R hardly a level 
spot can be found on the summit, and 
as the "land" is all rock, there must 
have been a tremendous and sudden 
downfall of water to create such con- 
ditions. A nine-inch water pail, which 
was standing "out of doors, was filled 
to overflowing, and it is hard to esti- 
mate the amount of water that was 
precipitated by the huge cloud when 
it struck another cloud or the moun- 
tain top. 


We take pleasure in quoting the fol- 


lowing very interesting matter from a 
copy of Lippincott's Pronouncing Gaz- 
etteer of the World, published In 1857 
and owned by Eugene H. Robb'ns.
